Security Forces personnel as it was his duty to do.

THE SPECIFICATION: In that Staff Sergeant (E-6) David D. Bram, U.S. Army, at or near Forward 

Operating Base Ramrod, Afgahnistan, on or about 5 May 2010, was cruel toward 
aa a person subject to his orders, by strangling him around the neck with his hands and 

striking him on the body and neck with his hands and feet.
